FILED DOCUMENT   

A document submitted to the Department for which notarization is required may be filed electronically if: 

(1) The document is electronically notarized pursuant to Article 2 of Chapter 10B of the General 

Statutes; or Statutes; 

(2) The document is submitted without an electronic notarization pursuant to Article 2 of Chapter 10B 

of the General Statutes and an affidavit containing the information required by Rule .0215 of this 

Chapter is delivered to the Department within seven days or postmarked within seven days after 

the document is electronically filed. filed; or 

(3) The document is submitted without an electronic notarization pursuant to Article 2 of Chapter 10B 

of the General Statutes and the original paper inked, signed and notarized document is maintained 

in the filer’s own records for three years as required by Rule .1301 of this Chapter. 
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
